CHICAGO, Sept. 19. 
C hicago’s building strike and lock­ 
out which for more than two m o n th s had made idle m ore than 
I Oi),OOO workers and halted construction contracts aggregating 
$50,000,000 was announced as en d e d tonight when th e con­ 
struction employers yielded to th e dem ands of the union car­ 
penters for $1 an hour. 
W o rk on the held up projects, it was said tonight would 
start next Monday after a cessation on July 9, when the car­ 
penters went on strike. 
On J u ly 18 the construction e m ­ 
ployers declared a lockout and th e whole building movem ent 
except for a few contracts in scattered sections of th e city, 
cam e to a halt just as it had g ath ered momentum a fte r the 
war. 
Building material dealers joined with the contractors and 
stopped the sale of supplies in o r d e r to make the tieup com­ 
plete. 
As a result lawyers for th e s trik e rs made complaints, h ea r­ 
ings on which siill are pending, chargin g the employers and 
m aterial dealers with conspiracy. 
T h e whole building business was in a ferment over wrages 
all year. 
The resumption of building in the spring brought 
on d em a n d s for increased wages by all classes of w orke rs and 
all of them received concessions. 
One by one the disputes 
were settled until the ca rp en te rs insisted on $1 an hour. They 
received 80 cents an hour. 
An offer of 92 Va cents finally was 
m ade by the employers as th e ir last word and since th en both 
sides had exchanged ultim atu m s, had held conferences and a 
refe re n d u m and listened to m e d ia to rs without change.

betts, Brooklyn. 
In answer to th e recommenda­ 
tion of the national commission 
at its meeting held in Chicago on 
Sept. 2, 1919, the following reso­ 
lution was adopted: 
‘'F irst:— Th:it 
the 
National 
League does not concur In the 
recommendation bv the National 
commission that th e present na­ 
tional agreement be temporarily 
abrogated. 
“ Second:—That we concur in 
the 
recommendation of the Na­ 
tional 
Commission th a t the Na­ 
tional League refrain from d raft­ 
ing minor league players during 
1919. 
“ Third:— That we do not con­ 
cur in the recom m endation of the 
national commission that the ter­ 
ritorial rights of the clubs of tho 
old International league he not 
reepectcd in the future, unless its 
Indebtedness to th e national com­ 
mission be paid on or before thir­ 
ty days af^er Septem ber 2, 1919.” 
During the m eeting there was 
discussion as to th e appointment 
of a new chairman for the nation­ 
al commission in place of August 
Herrm ann, president of the Cin­ 
cinnati club and P resident Read­ 
ier went on record as favoring 
the selection of som e man who 
had no Interest financially or oth­ 
erwise in any club.
